DACWA - THE FUTURE??? 

As members of the Board of Management we do not use a crystal ball or star gaze, but we do believe in the wish list with a 
passion and someone out there must be listening because so far Dutch Aged Care has done very well. We are continuing to 
attract new clients in all our three programs supported by highly qualified and enthousiastic staff and support Workers and the 
ever present teams of volunteers. Our balance Sheet and Financial position is the envy of our competitors, due to the diligent 
efforts of our Managers and the Treasury Team. 

What can we expect on 2013 and beyond? 

The pendulum of change is driven by our appointees in Canberra; our selected representatives must continually be reminded of 
the importance of a strong and vibrant Aged Care sector. We are totally funded by the Federal Government in two of our 
programs with more emphasis lately on keeping seniors in their own homes for longer. Our Community Aged Care Packages 
(CACP) program is well positioned here and we will continue to lobby for additional packages. The Community Visitors 
Scheme (CVS) had recently had their provider contract extended for a further three years. Currently we are looking into ways of 
also extending this existing program. 

All of the above is good news but with on-going expansion we must always be aware of our most valued asset, our Staff. 

Without their commitment to client care or their job skills and diligence we would not survive. It remains a priority to keep our 
Staff happy well trained and well paid and to be responsive to their needs. The challenge of the Board of Management will be to 
keep one step ahead of any conflicting issues whatever they may be. To be able to do just that, we must also strengthen our base 
and be on the lookout for potential new Board Members, who have the time, the skills and the expertise to make a positive 
contribution to the organisation. 

As we move into the future we felt for some time the need to expand our operations, to provide a total Aged Care package from 

■ Community Care to include Residential Care as well. With a rapid ageing community the need for this type of 
action is becoming more urgent day by day. 

The past 25 years has developed a strong DACWA and from that strength we should be reaching out so that we can 
offer on-going facilities for low, medium and high care to our clients. It would be a travesty, if all the hard work 
and achievements of the past did not translate into a complete Aged Care package. After all if our clients have to 
pay to go into private For Profit facilities, why then not go into a comfortable Not For Profit community in which to 
see out their days. 

Who would like to join us on this journey? 

Individual working groups within DACWA have for some time considered various options. They have spoken to Ministers of 
Government, Federal and State level and at local level. All are supportive and applaud our initiative. But there has been no 
commitment so far or a directive towards a project. With State elections just behind us and Federal elections not that far away, 
we intent to renew our approaches to the respective Ministers and their departments. We all know that money talks. 

Development funds are available from Government sources but our monies are not sufficient to meet deposit requirements. We 
therefore will need community support to make this project happen. Please consider DACWA when you plan your estate and 
discuss your wishes with your family; others will thank you.

The towns of Veghel and Erp 


VEGHEL 

Veghel is a municipality and a town in the province of Noord Brabant in the 
south of the Netherlands. Area: 78.16 km 2 
The town of Erp is situated about 2.5 km to the east of Veghel. 

Since 1994 Veghel and the neighbouring village of Erp have formed 
a single municipality. Population: 37553 
Veghel is a twin city with the town of Goch in Germany. 

HISTORY 

The first settlements date back to Roman times and were established near the River Aa. In 1310 John II of Brabant 
granted the inhabitants the right to use common grounds. For some decades in the 16th and 17th century the 
municipality was ruled by the Lords Van Erp, residing at their castle of Frisselsteijn in Veghel. 

In 1648 Veghel became part of the Republic of the Netherlands. As a 
former part of the Duchy of Brabant, Veghel is situated in 
the Meierij of 's-Hertogenbosch. As a Catholic village, Veghel (like 
all the other areas of Brabant and Limburg which were transferred to 
the Netherlands by the Peace of Westphalia) suffered economic and 
religious oppression from the Protestant Dutch and was counted part 
of the Dutch military boundary area. 

It was not until the French wars of 1795 that Veghel formally 
received freedom of religion again and received a guarantee of full 
common rights from the Dutch government. In 1810 Veghel became 
part of the Kingdom of the Netherlands. From the middle of the 19th 
century the agrarian village began developing into an industrial 
village as a consequence of the opening of the Zuid-Willemsvaart 
Canal. 

The construction of large-scale buildings like the neo¬ 
gothic church by Pierre Cuypers and the neoclassical town hall, 
which dates from that period. Monastic orders made Veghel a regional 
centre of health care and education, which it remains to this day. 

In 1940 Veghel was occupied by German troops. With the beginning 
of Operation Market Garden in 1944, Veghel was one of the landing 
places for Allied paratroopers, due to its strategic location. 

The period since the 1950s has seen much growth, with the 
development of new industries and the establishment in Veghel of 
several international companies. Its shopping centre and marketplace 
earned the town the name of "Pearl of the Meierij". Veghel is an 
educational centre for the surrounding district with several secondary schools, a senior secondary vocational school 
and one of the oldest higher vocational schools in the area: the Pedagogic Academy, which was founded in 1872. 

Fluidwell is a Dutch company with its headquarters located in Veghel. Fluidwell 
operates local and regional sales offices in Naarden (The Netherlands), USA, 
Germany, the United Kingdom and Australia. 

Next to that, they are represented throughout the world by factory appointed 
distributors. 

The company is specialized in the development, manufacturing and marketing of 
electronic products and services for the process industry. 

They are structured in three business units: Fluidwell Accurate Liquid Management 
- for displays, Fluidwell Instruments Process Instrumentation - for sensor 
instrumentation and Fluidwell Remote Location Surveillance - for remote process 
monitoring.

Erp -Former Town Hall 


TOWN OF ERP—HISTORY 

The earliest traces of habitation in Erp and its immediate 
surroundings are found on the town’s southeast side, on the road 
to Gemert near the Aa River. According to A. Meuwese, local 
farmers found several funerary vessels from around 300 B.C. in the 
early 20th century. Gallic tribes that inhabited the region placed the 
ashes and remains of their deceased in these vessels and buried them 
in the many funerary fields. 


In addition to Gallic pottery, traces of Roman pottery were also found. The 
Roman items are of a later period than the Gallic and are recognizable by their 
thickness and curled edges. 

The area around Erp was inhabited by the Menapii tribe, who roamed the area 
south of the Rhine River, north of the Ardennes and the Morini tribe, north and 
west of the Eburones tribe, west of the Meuse River, and east of theNorth Sea. 

Erp is mentioned since the 12th century, as property of a noble family. 

In earlier records, dating from 1134, Erthepe is mentioned and it is assumed that 
this is Erp. The first priest in the parish is mentioned in 1360. 

During this era, Erp was part of the Duchy of Brabant. 

In 1579, seven Northern Dutch provinces declared their independence, while 
Brabant remained part of Spain of Philip II, son of Holy Roman 
Emperor Charles V. 

In 1648, the Peace of Westphalia, concluded the Eighty Years' 

War (Tachtigjarige Oorlog) of the Northern Dutch provinces against 
the Habsburgs. Brabant was separated and the current North Brabant was 
incorporated in the newly established, independent country of the Netherlands, 
while the larger southern parts of Antwerp and Brabant remained under Spanish 
Habsburg rule until 1713.

After the ravage of the French Revolution and Napoleonic Europe, at the Congress of Vienna in 1815, Brabant was 
reunited in the newly established Kingdom of the Netherlands. This only lasted until 1830, when Belgium declared 
their independence from the Netherlands and Brabant was divided between the two countries. 


In 1940 Erp was occupied by German troops. In 1944, paratroopers participating in the largest airborne operation in 
history named “Operation Market Garden”, liberated Erp and its surroundings. The liberated strip from Eindhoven to 
Arnhem was later nicknamed Hell's Highway.

Profile of a past President. 
Pieter Leeflang: 

: (This column will give the reader the 
■ opportunity to learn more about the 
history of the Club and how, with 
dedication, loyalty and leadership, 
Neerlandia grew to what it is now. 
j Following the story of Pieter 
Leeflang, the last in the series: “Past 
Presidents”.) 

I was born in Rotterdam in 1935. 
After I completed primary school, 
I attended a four-year high school called MULO B, where we 
learned 4 languages, including English. After high school I 
enrolled at a Technical School (Avond MTS) and I had to do 2 
years of practical experience in metal manufacturing, while 
attending evening classes, before continuing my studies 
fulltime. 

However, when I was 18, those study plans were interrupted 
as my parents wanted to immigrate to Australia. It was my 
parents desire to look for better opportunities and I did not 
hesitate to go with them. 

An adventure in a far away country would surely beat working 
during the day and going to school every evening. 

We arrived in Perth in Septemberl954, after a 6-week cruise, 
all the way through the Panama Canal. I had a quiet but good 
time on board, spending most of my time reading, playing 
chess and klaverjas. 

We were very fortunate that an uncle and aunt and my married 
sister were already living in Perth and they initially provided 
a roof over our heads. 

Under those conditions we did not have to go to a camp or 
work two years in the country. 

The most important issue that confronted us was finding work 
and that took my father and myself exactly one day. My father 
started work at the Perth Zoo as a maintenance worker and I 
found work as a welder by a refrigeration manufacturer. 

At work I became friends with Karel Palmer, another 
immigrant from Amsterdam and he informed me that there 
was a Dutch Soccer club called “The Windmills” in Perth and 
I joined them in January 1955, when training started. 

As I had played with Feyenoord as a junior, I was instantly 
selected into their first team 

This was my first, but not my last involvement with a Dutch 
organisation in Perth. 

In 1955 I also started work at the Perth Zoo as an animal 
keeper. This association with the Zoo lasted for 42 years. 
Meanwhile I had met Joke, we got married in 1959 and we 
had two children, who gave us 3 grandchildren. 

While working at the Zoo I was asked by the Superintendent 
to attend evening studies as I could be a candidate for 
promotion. And after 5 years of night studies, the position of 
Overseer became vacant in 1969 and I was successful in 
getting the promotion I was being trained for. 

This position included residing in the zoo full time. The down 
side was that I was on call 24 hours, 7 days a week. We lived 
in the Zoo from 1969 until 1999. 

Back to the Windmills Soccer club. I played in their first team 
until 1960, when I broke my ankle during a game against 
Azurri and made a very slow recovery and I decided it was 
time to give the game away to concentrate on my work and 
growing family. 

But meanwhile I had joined the Windmills Klaverjasclub and 
after a few years I became their secretary. 


In the mid 1960’s discussions were held with several Dutch 
Clubs and Associations and they all agreed that the Dutch 
Community badly needed a Dutch clubhouse. However, just 
about all the clubs disagreed that the Windmills (Soccer Club) 
would take full financial control. The end result was that in 
1968 we saw the formation of the poweful Neerlandia 
Klaverjas Club (more than 60% of the Windmills Klaverjas 
club joined) and in no time the membership increased to 150. 
With Nico Feddema, myself and Tom Frankhuizen in control, 
we decided that we would do everything possible to give the 
Dutch Community a Clubhouse. 

As secretary was asked to make the Klavejasclub Club an 
Incorporated body; get a constitution and the name was 
changed to “The Dutch Society Neerlandia of WA 
Incorporated”. 

We also started Group Travel for the Dutch community and I 
was appointed the Group Travel Organiser. This raised a 
considerable amount of money, initially for the Klaverjas club 
but eventually it all went to Neerlandia. 

In 1969 all the Dutch Organisations in Perth, except the 
Windmills Soccer Club, decided to form an alliance to obtain a 
Dutch Clubhouse. It was at that stage that the Committee of the 
Neerlandia Klaverjas Club decided to go down a notch, hand 
over the name "Dutch Society Neerlandia Inc" as well as the 
Group Travel to the newly formed body. This of course was 
the Society Dutch Society Neerlandia we know it now. 

I was initially elected on the steering committee with Nico 
Feddema and Karel Nissen in order to find a permanent 
committee with an independent Chairperson. 

When that was achieved I initially became a Committee 
Member in charge of the Group Travel before I became 
secretary.. 

With membership reaching close to 1000 members and 
functions at the showgrounds attended by up to 1500 people, it 
did not take long to wipe off the incurred debt and build a 
healthy Bank Balance. 

And in 1972 the Kyeema Lodge (our present clubhouse) was 
purchased thanks to 216 x $100.00 Debentures purchased by 
the members. 

I stayed on the Neerlandia Committee for 10 years and when 
the mortgage as well as the debentures were fully repaid, I 
resigned to spend more time with my family. 

The in 1998, it was John Otis, who asked me to nominate for 
Vice-president. I was close to retiring from the Zoo and 
looking for an additional hobby, so I accepted. 

In 1999 I became the Secretary and in 2005, when The 
president Harry Crijns and Vice-president Bert Creemers both 
suddenly resigned, I was elected President. 

My vision as incoming President was to maintain the ongoing 
maintenance program; to get greater unity amongst the various 
Dutch Clubs and Associations; make Neerlandia the home base 
for every organisation in Perth; unite the three Dutch 
magazines and produce only one magazine; to increase or at 
least stabilise our falling membership and find a way one way 
or another to get younger people interested in Neerlandia. 
When I resigned in 2012 I could honestly say that most of 
those above goals had been achieved and that I had left the 
incoming President Lianna Parker and her Committee a sound 
foundation to build on. 

I personally think the future of Neerlandia looks bright as they 
are following the right pathway to success and I wish the 
committee well with their endeavours.

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De rommelpot 


The Rommelpot. 

For us, more than four hundred years later, it is difficult to 
understand how ordinary people managed their daily lives 
in the various parts of the loosely knit Republic of the 
Seventeen Provinces. Some famous painters remind us of 
the feasting taking place in those troubled times, depicting 
the Rommelpot player as the mover during the often 
riotous feasting; painters like Pieter Bruegel the Elder in 
'the battle of Carnival and Lent (1559), Jan Steen in his 
'Twelfth Night (Drie Koningen, 1660-1662), Frans Hals 
and many others. A rommelpot is an earthenware pot with 
a cows-bladder stretched on it, whereby a wet stick is 
moved up and down in a narrow hole in the bladder's 
centre, thereby making a throbbing noise. In the Province 
of Brabant there is even a folk-dance called 'Rommelpot'. 
This introduction with my rommelpot-story has a purpose 
and that is to show my readers a contrast between the 
everpresent daily perils with which people had to cope 
during those years of the 'Eighty-Year war' (1568-1648) 
and the days when they managed to escape for a moment. 
Those were the days when two leaders, each in their own 
way, were fighting the Spanish towards their ultimate 
defeat. These leaders were the mainly German and French 
speaking tolerant Willem I, Prince of Orange and the 
Dutch speaking leader of the Water Geuzen, the cruel 
Admiral Lumey, Willem van der Marck, Lord of Lumen, 
a town in now Belgium Limburg. It so happened that at 
one stage, both lived only meters apart from each other in 
Delft, the Prince in the erstwhile Agatha Klooster 
(Abbey) since 1559, Lumey not far away. The blunt 
Lumey intensely hated the Catholics, the Lutheran Prince 
was totally different and a real politician, recorded to 
have prosecuted the Huguenots in his Princedom of 
Orange in the South of France and leading the protestants 
in the Lower Lands. After the decapitation of both Counts 
Hoorne and van Egmond in Brussels, Lumey publicly 
swore that he would let grow his beard and nails until the 
day he could take revenge, hence his nickname 'Overste 
Langnagel' (Colonel Longnail). 

It was Lumey who was an outstanding fighter and leader 
during the battle of Heiligerlee in 1568. From there he 
organized and became the leader of the 'Watergeuzen' 
fleet of hired and pirated vessels who first planned to 
settle in Texel but had been blown southwards in a storm, 
seeking refuge in the open river Maas, finally dropping 
anchor near Den Briel. On hearing from the local ferry 
operator Koppelstok that the Spanish had left for 

| Rotterdam, they took 
the city on the 1st of 
April 1572 with a force 
of well over 600 crew¬ 
members. Against an 
agreement with the 
Prince, some plundering 
took place whereby the 
catholic church and 
monasteries were the 
main targets.

It was mainly Willem Blois van Treslong, the erstwhile 
Baljuw of Den Briel, who convinced his superior Lumey 
to spare the city from plunder, reasoning that they 
needed a secure harbour for their fleet now that they 
would no longer be welcome in English harbours. 

Queen Elisabeth I had been threatened by Philip II with 
war, if she continued to allow those Dutch pirates 
trading in English harbours. 

Prince Willem first thoughts were that the capture of 
Den Briel was a military pre-mature move in the war 
against Spain, but was soon convinced otherwise, after 
those daring sea-beggars captured Gorinchem (Gorkum) 
and Dordrecht. The revolt against the Spanish masters 
was gaining momentum and Vlissingen, Veere, 

Zierikzee soon followed, with the aim of choking the 
Spanish harbour-city of Antwerp. Gaining control of 
Veere came with a bonus of 2000 bronze ship- canons 
which recently had been brought to the arsenal for re¬ 
enforcement of the city and control of the river Scheldt. 
This time Prince Willem went all out mortgaging his 
ancestral properties to the hilt to finance the hired 
soldiers, fighting the hated Spanish overlords. He left 
his castle in Dillenburg on the 7th of July 1572 at the 
head of an army of 20.000 men, occupying a number of 
cities. In the wake of the military successes, Enkhuizen, 
Hoorn and Medemblik joined, followed by Haarlem and 
Alkmaar, shaking off the Spanish shackles and thereby 
giving the Dutch rebels control in the Zuiderzee. 
Amsterdam being ruled by a strong Catholic majority of 
councillors, remained on the Spanish side. 

Not all was well however. Lumey did not quite trust the 
motives of Willem I of Orange. Why would he as a 
German, be involved in Dutch politics? It was also a 
matter of personalities, the softly spoken cultured Dutch 
learning Prince against the rough and cruel Dutch 
speaking Lumey, both leading a popular revolt. Lumey 
and his sea-beggars were generally feared as much as 
the Spanish, especially after Gorinchem was taken by 
the Geuzen on the 26th of June 1572 and seventeen 
catholic priests were imprisoned, tortured and later 
hanged in a peat shed belonging to a ruined cloister near 
Den Briel on the 9th of July 1572. Up till these days the 
area, and a newly built church in 1932, has become a 
place for pilgrimage and miracle cures have been 
attributed to the water from a well, used by the erstwhile 
cloister inhabitants. 

Also, a great friend of Willem I, the Catholic Cornelis 
Musius, last rector of the Agatha-cloister was murdered. 
Lumey, in his position of Stadtholder of the South of 
Holland, let his friend Gijsbert van Duyvenvoorde do 
the dirty work, much to the despair of Willem I. Musius, 
born Cornelis Muys on 10th June 1500 in Delft, was 
apart from being a priest, also a great humanist and art 
connoisseur. He had been helping priests to escape from 
those sea-beggars and hide church treasures when 
Lumey moved into a house, next to the cloister, where 
Prince Willem lived. He threatens Musius such, that the 
man takes flight, but is caught near The Hague on the 
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9th of December 1572 and brought to Leiden by the sea 
-beggars and hanged in front of the city-hall. The end is 
now near for Lumey as his close friend Barthout Entens, 
accuses the 'Statenleden van Holland' of being traitors 
to their country. It was towards the 6th of January 1573 
that Prince Willem requests that Lumey and Entens 
come to Delft for some serious discussions. As a 
followup Entens is arrested and the next day it is 
Lumey's turn to be arrested and thrown in prison. After 
regaining his freedom again, the role of Lumey as a 
main player in the fight for freedom is gradually 
brought down to minor roles in a struggle to drive out 
the mercenary forces, bankrolled by the Spanish 
Government under supreme command of the Duke of 
Alva. Finally Lumey is getting his marching orders and 
retires to his ancestral home in Lumen. He dies on the 
1st of May 1578 in his bed, probably poisoned by 
Herman van Rennenberg, who afterwards was 
appointed Bishop of Utrecht with the support of King 
Philip II. 

Prince Willem I of Orange is now the undisputed leader 
of the Dutch in their fight for freedom from Spain, aided 
by his lifelong friend Philips of Marnix, Lord of Saint- 
Aldegonde, who is credited with composing our 
National Anthem 'The Wilhelmus', the 15 stanza's of 

which spelling out the name Willem 
van Nassau. This is called an 
'acrostic poem' whereby the first 
letter of each stanza spells out the 
name of the title like Willem van 
Nassau. 

Now going back a little bit in my 
story, it must have hurt Prince 
Willem badly when it was reported 
to him that Willem van Rennenberg 
had changed sides by embracing Spanish sovereignty. 
Van Rennenberg was married with the Prince's sister 
and Stadtholder of Overijssel, a position now given to 
Eggerik Ripperda, the Drost of Salland in Overijssel. 
Salland, together with the Hanseatic city of Deventer is 
the most important area of the Province of Overijssel. 

It would be interesting for my readers to learn 
something of what happens when opposing forces lay 
siege before a walled city. Some of those sieges last a 
long time, so long that the money to pay the defenders 
and to pay for smuggled food and weaponry is running 
out. The city then resorts to calling up all silver and 
gold reserves, of the city itself and then from the 
churches and guilds. Silversmiths were then appointed 
to start minting emergency or siege money. Silverware 
was melted down and rolled into plate and at times gold, 
then cut into squares, sometimes round or octagonal. 

The city name was punched in, together with the value 
of the coin, based on its silver or gold content 
guaranteed by an essayers stamp. During the 16th and 
17th centuries, the universally accepted coin in the 
Netherlands was the Guilder or Florin, subdivided in 20 
Stuivers. Most of the emergency coinage was issued at 


the start of the eighty-year war, in between 1572 and 
1580. As a rule, siege coinage need not to be exchanged 
immediately for regular currency after the fighting, but 
could be used for paying whatever. However during the 
siege, these coins might have had a higher exchange value 
than later on, when the metal value would take over again 
as with the current guilders. 

In case of a real emergency when silver and gold was no 
longer available to strike coins, emergency money in 
copper, lead, tin or even paper could be issued on the 
undertaking, that after the siege, they could be exchanged 
again against current coin. 

As a case of interest, hereby some of the cities who issued 
this type of money, Haarlem and Middelburg in December 
1572, Middelburg again from January to March 1574, 
Alkmaar September-October 1573, Leiden November 
1573 —July 1574, Amsterdam January 1578 and many 
more cities throughout the country, including some more 
important ones like Breda, Zutphen and Brussels. After 
the year 1590 no more long sieges were taking place, 
because Prince Maurits had been modernizing his armies 
and training his soldiers with tactics, which in earlier 
times had been proved to be very effective and tricking 
the unsuspecting city defenders into a defenseless position 
and defeat. 

Researching about money during these turbulent times in 
the history of the rebellious Provinces, I found an 
interesting item, concerning those thorns in the side of 
Alva, the confounded Watergeuzen. Apart from a host of 
pamphlets they had distributed, they also circulated a coin 
to be carried around the neck, fashioned like a moon-face, 
with on the rounded rim the logo 'Liever Turks dan 
Paaps', and 'En despit de la Mas', translated, 'Rather 
Turkish than Catholic' and 'Tot spijt van de mis'. At that 
time, King Phillip II was also fighting a war with the 
Ottoman Empire. 

The lyrics of the Dutch National Anthem might have been 
composed either by Marnix van St Aldegonde or Dirk 
Coornhert, a politician and theologian. The immediate 
popular melody was taken from the Protestant siege of 
Chartres in 1568, during the French wars of Religion and 
based on a French soldiers- song of the time. It was used 
by the Watergeuzen as a war song or 'Strijdlied',first 
written down in 1574 and recorded in 1626 by the Dutch 
composer Adriaen Valerius in his book 'Nederlandsche 
Gedenck-Clanck'. 

And so I am ending this potpourri of stories from a 
turbulent part of Dutch history. As a boy, playing Indians 
and robbers during my younger days on the streets near 
our homes, our only playground in those days, we at times 
had a sort of rommelpot competition. For the sum of five 
cents, we bought a bladder from the local butcher and 
stretched over an empty tin, it made a terrible throbbing 
noise when moving a stick through a narrow hole in the 
bladder. Let us all feel blessed that we can live in a 
country, far away from war, surrounded by family and 
friends.
